(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as 
set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be 
patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject 
matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 

1. Claims 1, 2,5, 16 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Hori et al or alternatively is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
obvious over Hori et al. 

Hori et al. teach a circular shaped hollow structure comprising a seamless 
(jointless) metal substrate 2, having a thickness between 20 - 100 iJim (0.02 - 0.1 
mm) and a Vicker's hardness between 50 and 1500 Hv (preferably 100 ■ 1200). 

Specifically, Hori et al. does not teach the claimed details of manufacturing 
the photoreceptor's thin conductive support. However, it is well settled in patent 
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law that the patertability of the product does not depend on the method of 
production. See MPEP 2113. 

2. Apphcant's arguments filed 7/8/2003 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant must provide convincing evidence to overcome the above rejection 
as per MPEP 2113. Although applicant describes evidence which was intended to be 
submitted via a 132 affidavit, to date nothing has been received. See MPEP 
716.01(c) for sections where attorney's remarks cannot be substituted for objective 
evidence.
